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ARMY REORGANIZATION PROSPECTS. 

The sub-committee of the Senate having charge of the 
Army Reorganization bill has held daily sessions, and 
heard Gen. Miles and other officers of the Army regard- 
ing proposéd changes. Chairman Hawley expects to 
place the bill on the Senate calendar by Monday. Its 
passage is exceedingly doubtful. It is stated that certain 
Senators have notified Chairman Hawley that they will 
do all in their power to defeat the bill, as they are op- 
posed to any measure locking to the increase of the 
Army. To meet the objections the sub-committee has 
reduced every possible item in the Hull bill. Even with 
these changes the opposition continues. Even in the 
sub-committee the agreement on the bill is not unani- 
mous. When certain sections were passed they were 
allowed to go in, but notice was practically given that 
right to oppose them in the Senate was reserved. Should 
the full committee agree upon a bill by Monday, and 
place it om the calendar a few determined opponents 
of the measure could easily defeat it. During the three 
remaining weeks of the session the Senate hae niue 
appropriation bills to consider. These alone will con- 
sume nearly all of this time, regardless of other matters 
of great importance. The advocates of the Army bill 
state that they will work for it until the day of ad- 
journment. The passage of the measure is so doubtful 
that Gen. Miles, when before the sub-committee, sug- 
gested that, in view of the probability of the failure of 
the bill, it would be wise to pass, as a temporary substi- 
tute a resolution maintaining the Army on its present 
basis until the next Congress can act. This would give 
a regular enlisted strength of 63,106 men, with 2,446 
commissioned officers. Gen. Miles also made several 
recommendations along the lines suggested by him here- 
tofore, and contained, in a measure, in his bill for the re- 
organization of the Army. He repeated his recom- 
mendation for an Army upon the basis of one soldier for 
every thousand of population of the United States 
proper, and one for every 500 of those occupying outside 
possessions. ‘This would give an Army of about 75,000 
men; 25,000 for the Philippines, 15,000 for Cuba and 
5,000 for Porte Rico. He recommended again the in- 
crease and organization of the staff on the German 
army plan. He criticised the provision of the bill de- 
termining the eize of companies, saying that 100 men 
were sufficient for a company in any branch of the serv- 
ice. To increase this number would give too many men 
to the officers in charge of them and endanger discip- 
line. 
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* During. the year 1898 25 officers of the Army were 
killed in battle or died of wounds received in battle, and 
49 others on the active list died from other causes. There 
were twenty-five deaths among the retired list, This list 
may not be absolutely correct, but it is substantially so. 
During our Civit War the number of officers 
phere rigor gm dying of their wounds was 
as follows: 1861, five; 1862, fifty-nine} 1863, fifty-six; 
1864, fifty-six; 1865, eight. This is an average of 37 for 
each of the five years, and a percentage of 1.71. The 
total deaths last year in the Army, including the retired 
list, were 109. ‘This is the largest mortality in any year 
of which we have any record. In 1862 the total deaths 
were 104, in 1863 they were 89, and in 1864 in all 91. 
There were only eleven deaths in 1869. From 1866 to 
1897, inclusive, the deaths in the Army were 1,428. 
This is an average of 44.6 for each of the thirty-two 

‘ years, commencing with 1866. The Adjutant General’s 
report gives the number of officers on the active list as 2,- 
191, in June, and 2,323 in August. Assuming an average 
of 2,250 for the year, the percentage of casualties among 
officers on the active list was three and three-tenths per 
cent (.033). The average during the twelve years end- 
ing with 1897 was one per cent. 
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The Ordnance Department of the Army is doing 
everything possible to perfect the Krag-Jorgensen rifle 
for use by the Army. The factory at Springfield is 
rushed with the work of getting these arms ready for 
the troops, and turns out between two and three hun- 
dred per day. It has been decided to increase the veloc- 
ity from 2,000 to 2,200 feet per second, and a Board is 
now preparing to equip the guns with a new model rear 
sight with correction for drift and wind as recommend- 
ed by the Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, Gen. 
Flager. The adoption of this new sight is the only ma- 
terial change decided upon, and it is expected that by 
the first of April the Department will be prepared to 
equip the whole Army with the improved gun. 
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Objection is made by the “Army and Navy Gazette” to 
the title of Captain asked for by the executive officers of 
the’ English Naval Engineer Corps, on the ground that 
the title is becoming too cheap as it is. It says: “Now- 
adaye, Captains are as common in England as Colonels 
used to be in America. An officer holding high rank in 
the Royal Navy goes to settle in some new part of the 
country, and finds often enough that his title of Captain 
is no longer a sure passport to the society of the neigh- 
borhood. Can one wonder at it? We have our Army 
Captains, our Volunteer Captains, and our merchant 
Captains, to say nothing of adventurers of doubtful re- 
pute, to assume this popular designation on the strength 
of having once held a commission under Don Carlos or 
President Balmaceda.”

The Secretary of the Navy has been turning his at- 
tention of late to the case of those officers who, having 
been on shore rather over the usual time, are hamper. 
ing the Department to quite a serious extent in the 
maintenance of the personnel of the fleet in foreign wa- 
ters. The Secretary seems to be impressed with the 
idea that the normal duty of the naval officer is afloat, 
and is overlooking the list of availables with that end in 
view. It is probable that orders will soon be issued 
detaching several officers from shore duty and ordering 
them afloat on ships not necessarily on the home ste- 
tions. 








A recent letter from Shanghai, China, gives the in. 
formation that the departure from that station of 
Comdr, Farenholt, late in command of the Monocacy, 
has been the occasion of much regret to a wide circle 
of very warm personal friends, to whom he has become 
attached during his cruise in Chinese waters. Many 
expressions of regret have been received by Comdr. 
Farenholt, and several farewell dinners were tendered 
the gallant Captain on the eve of his departure for the 
United States.

THE BREVETS FOR SANTIAGO: 

The list of recommendations for brevet rank in the 
Regular Army, which we printed last week; contained 
497 names, besides one which seems te be a repetition. 
Yneir distribution to’ the regiments which participated 
in the campaign of Santiago, is shown in the following 
list in which there are one or two seeming errors 
that need explanation. Some regiments have received 
more brevets than they had officers present, according to 
the November table, and the discrepancy is not explained 
entirely by the fact that some officers received two brev- 
ets, one for Guasimas and one for San Juan. On the 
other hand, although there were 104 officers attached to 
statis and the engineer battalion, only four officers of this 
rank appear in the list of brevets. Then the llth In- 
fantry is represented by two brevets, 15th Infantry by 
two, 18th Infantry two, 19th Infantry one, 4th Cavalry 
one, 7th Cavairy two, and 8th Cavalry two, and none of 
these regiments is mentioned in the November table. We 
assume that the officers honored were inciuded in the 
numbers given for staff and headquarters duty aud when 
the number of brevets in any regiment exceeds the num- 
ber of oth¢ers present for duty in the November table we 
assume that the excess is to be accounted for in the 
same way. Some of the brevetted medical officers also 
should be credited to the staff, but as the assignment of 
a surgeon is peculiarly liable to change in emergencies 
we have grouped them all under the head of their own 
profession. Finally there is no doubt that some officers 
prevetted as from their regiments were engaged in staff 
duty and others of the 104 staff officers of the November 
table were brevetted as Volunteers under the rule men- 
tioned last week. We point out these necessary adjust- 
ments to remove the appearance of an inaccuracy which 
does not exist in fact, ’ 

beventy-six brevets are announced in the Volunteer 
force Quciuding several doubie brevets), and no less than 
33 of tnese are to othcers serving as iuspectors, adjutants 
and on other staff appoimtments. ‘Twenty-seven of the 
i6 brevets are to othcers of the Army serving as Volun- 
teers, 

lt cannot be said that the Board has been niggardly in 
its recommendations. Of the SU9 officers present for 
duty 5«U have been recommended for brevets so far, and 
when the number in any regiment falis much below the 

.number of its commissioned officers we may be certain 
that its commanding officer hesitates to make the brevet 
a means for distinguishing officers who have not been 
calied on for unusual exhipitions of skill or courage in 
that particular battle. Personal idiosyncracy of the regi- 
mental commander, perhaps sustained by the sentiment 
of ail his subordinates, must account for % brevets in 
the Sth infantry, as against 19 olfficers present, and ll 
brevets in the zd infantry, as against 2 officers, when 
each of these regiments saw service that cost it 54 men. 
The 13th Infantry that had 109 casualties, is given 14 
brevets to 24 officers. lt may be that subsequent recom- 
mendations will remove these differences. 

‘The number of brevets. to Surgeons, 16 in the Army 
and 6 in the Volunteers, may cover ail those who were 
called upon to show the courage of the soldier, but cer- 
tainly not all who had the devotion proper to their noble 
calung. We are glad to see that the 2d Massachusetts 
Volunteers are recognized to some extent and also the 
33d Michigan. Officers of two Ohio regiments that were 
not in the actions are recognized, 

Evidently there is no standard by which to gauge the 
services that merit reward and this is one of the de- 
fects of the system, though perhaps incurable.

L SHAFTER ANSWERS HIS CRITICS. 

Majer General Shafter contributes to the “Century” 
for February an article entitled “The Capture of San- 
tiago de Cuba.” It is a plain, straightforward account 
of bis experiences in command of our Army in Cuba, in- 
troduced with a preliminary statement concerning the 
assembling of his command at Tampa, and containing ‘an 
answer to some of the criticisms upon the conduct of the 
campaign in Cuba. Its author says in his opening state- 
ment, which we give in a condensed form: 

It was not a question of procuring everything that a 
theorist might say such an expedition ought to have. 
The emergency was there. I took what was at hand that 
could be got into the ships that were furnished me, se- 
lecting the material according to our prospective needs 
and the relative necessities. The officers having the 
work in hand were not at fault. They were experts and 
aid their work well. It is not true that any of the artil- 
lery arrived in a confused state at Daiquiri. Our main 
supplies were to be carried by pack trains. I had never 
seen a good road in a Spanish country, and Santiago did 
not disappoint my expectations. Only a limited amount 
of artillery was taken, because I knew that the Span- 
iards in Cuba did not rely on that arm. In my present 
opinion, we could have done without half the artillery 
we carried. The wagons were as few as possible, but 
they occupied so much room that when it came to ambu- 
lances it was a question which ehould be left behind. I 
decided to take seven ambulances with the first fleet, 
and to rely in part upon wagons to carry the sick and 
wounded. I knew that on muddy roads wagons could 
be made as comfortable for the wounded as ambulances, 
and that the wagons would do double service, carrying 
supplies to the front and the disabled to the rear. Asa 
matter of fact, ten additional ambulances were shipped 
with the troops that sailed two days after our departure, 
and they arrived on June 26, so that we began the seri- 
ous attack with seventeen ambulances, enough accord- 
ing to our expectations; but we did have more wounded 
than was anticipated. In the embarkation I had ordered 
that all the litters should be carried by the troops as 
they boarded the transports. It is not true that the ships 
were dangerously overcrowded, though of course there 
wae some discomfort, or that the delay impaired the 
health of the men. In turn they were put ashore for 
exercise, and were given every facility for bathing, and 
most of the transports were kept tied to the wharves. 
More transportation for the wounded could have been 
used, “but the disabled reached the rear as fast as they 
could be cared for at the general hospital.” The supply 
of medicines was at no time adequate and when the 
Chief Surgeon asked that he be allowed to take medica! 
stores from the Spanish military hospital he was direct- 
ed to take them from the drug stores in Santiago. 

On the ship in which he sailed Gen. Shafter had two 
Cubans who knew the country about Santiago well and 
he was constantly studying the situation with their aid, 
and with the help of a pamphlet giving a history of the 
Englieh expedition against Havana in 1761. “I knew,” 
he says, “that the same climatic conditions were to be 
found about Santiago that existed in Havana; and I 
had no doubt that very soon we should be confronted 
with all the diseases incidental to that climate, and my 
experience verified it absolutely.” 

The English experiences with sickness corresponded 
very closely with our own, but their losses were heavier. 
“We made quick work of it. The English were much 
longer and suffered proportionately.” Gen. Shafter es- 
timated that the troops could have immunity for two or 
three weeks, and it was “a dash or nothing.” 

In such a dash he had the advantage over most of the 
Spanish detachments, hastening to the defence of San- 
tiago. Nearly 3,000 came in from Manzanillo on July 8, 
but thereafter Gen. Shafter’s forces were inte be- 
tween the garrison and the 13,000 men at Holguin and 
San Luis. Aside from the necessity of maintaining this 
position, “‘the idea of moving against the Morro was not 
to be considered,” for reasons given. “Two regiments 
were as many troops as could utilized there for ag- 
gressive operations.” “‘With a greater Army, I might 
have invested the town, held everybody there by fear of 
an immediate attack, and detached a force to assail the 
Morro and open the way for the fleet; but with the force 
at = disposal the point of danger was on my extreme 
right.” 

n this part of his statement and elsewhere Gen. 
Shafter brings to light, his differences with the Navy. He 
explains that he delayed opening fire until he could get 
Hebson and his men exchanged, and says: “I was very 
glad to get Hobson and his men out of the way. The 
fact that they were released by the Army has never 
been acknowledged by officers of the Navy, who simply 
speak of the return of Mr. Hobson to bis duty.” 

The General evidently thinks that the credit of the 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet belongs largely to the 
Army. “If he had stayed he would have had to sur- 
render his ships or blow them up, surrendering his men. 
It is nonsense to say he could have kept us from occu- 
pying the city. He might have wasted his ammunition 
n pounding the town where his own people would have 
been, in case we had captured it by assault, but the 
ground was such that we could easily have protected 
ourselves and taken position to clear his decks with mus- 
ketry fire, and even bring artillery to bear. He tried to 
help the defence, in the only practicable way, by having 
. t gusene of his men ashore during the battle of July 

and 2. 

Blanco well knew this when he ordered Cervera to 
leave. The Navy suggestion that a flag should have 
been raised over Morro is answered by the statement 
that the Army had no flag to raise until two days after 
the capture of the fort. 

As to reconnaissances, we are told that “Col. Derby 
of the Engineers and his officers had been making a to- 

aphical study of the ground in our front. The re- 
sult of their work was brought to me every night, and it 
amounted to a careful reconnaissance of the forest be- 
fore the battle.” 

El Caney was fought on the same day with the main 
battle, because both Lawton and Chaffee were of the 
opinion that they could dispose of the Spaniards there

In the account given of the surrender, it is made to 
appear that Gen. Miles had ane to do with it. “At 
no time during his stay did Gen. Miles Fre any orders 
as to the dispositions or arrangements | had made in 
reference to siege.” 

Gen. Toral is spoken of in high terms. He wae fair 
and honest, always disposed to do what was right, and 
not inclined to make any demands that were unreason- 
able. At all times he exercised the greatest care for and 
control of his men. When the sword and spurs of Gen. 
Vara del Rey were handed to him just before the sur- 
render he “showed a great deal of feeling; in fact, he 
could hardly speak, as his emotions nearly overpowered 
him.”. Gen. Shafter says: “The disposition of the sur- 
rendered troops toward our soldiers was remarkable for 
ite friendliness. As a nation we had not been thrown 
much in contact with niards, and I was astonished, 
the moment the surrender was made, to see the cordial 
relations that were immediately established between the 
troops on both sides. The behavior of the Spaniards 
was exemplary; they were delighted with the prospect of 
going back to Spain.” 

Of our own troops the General says: “They con- 
stantly showed a disposition to do all in their power to 
carry out the wishes of the commander and to promote 
the interests of the Government. . This sentiment per- 
vaded officers and men alike. The good will shown to- 
ward me and toward one another in that campaign is 
remarkable in military annals. From the organization 
of the 5th Corps until its dispersion at Montauk, not a 
single officer was brought to trial for any offence. There 
was not the slightest friction or ill feeling among the 
general officers, or, so far as I know, among other offi- 
cers; and I do not think a single man was court martial- 

In the 5th Army Corps I had virtually the whole of 

the Regular Army of the United States. That was 
brought about by the fact that when I left Tampa the 
Volunteer troops were just inning to arrive, and I 
had but three regiments of Volunteers, the 7lst New 
York, the 2d Massachusette, and the ‘Rough Riders,’ 
the latter a regiment which had been raised, as the 
Regular regiments are, by enlistments from Maine to 
Washington Territory, and the members of which were 
nearly all inured to the vicissitudes of a soldier’s life, and 
were in every respect perfect soldiers except that they 
were not drilled and disciplined as an organization. 
_ “Santiago has been called a soldiers’ campaign. There 
is a great deal of truth in that, but the implication that 
any important movement or action was taken without 
orders or forethought is untrue. When the final attack 
was made on July 1, individual officers and men, and in 
fact, most of the officers and men, distinguished them- 
selves by gallant and intelligent performance of duty. 
They were intelligent American soldiers; each one was 
thinking of what he was doing, and not depending for 
all his thinking on the officers over him. In that scapest 
the soldiers of the American Army are superior to those 
of any other army in the world.” 

There were about 100 newspaper correspondents ac- 

companying the expedition, most of whom were disposed 
to do right. “Two or three of them,” the General says, 
“were willing to instruct me in my military duties, but 
were not encouraged, and since then, with military intui- 
tion, have made more ado over my alleged shortcomings 
than the Army did over its work. One of them, who 
was caught eavesdropping while a consultation was be- 
ing held as to plans, was urgent to give information 
which he thought would change these plans. Lieut. Mi- 
ley asked, ‘How do you know anything about General 
Shafter’s plan?’ to which there was no response, where- 
upon Lieut. Miley added that no interview could be had. 
A writer who considered that his prominence entitled 
him to a special set of military regulations asked that 
he and two or three of his colleagues be allowed to land 
before the other correspondents, but he was informed 
that all would be treated alike. While thie did not dis- 
arrange the plan of march on Santiago, it was appar- 
ent later that such a trifling incident might have a 
marked effect on the course of military history.” 
_ The stories of great suffering among the troops orig- 
inated with the correspondent whose request to be put 
ashore before his fellows had been refused. If we had 
been fighting a stronger force his despatches might have 
done great mischief. There was at no time a lack of 
necessary supplies, and in the latter days of the siege 
our commissaries were feeding 20,000 of our soldiers, 
5,000 Cuban soldiers, and 15,000 to 18,000 refugees, is- 
suing about 40,000 rations daily.

Under cover of a law hurriedly planned and 
the Regular Army was merged into a great force, in 
which all principles of advancement for the service and 
merit have been violated, and in the very emergency for 
which officers had been preparing by years of tient 
service and hard study they were practically told that 
this wae to count for naught. Of the heart-burning 
rage and despair so caused full estimate cannot be made. 
Bad as this state of affairs has been for the temporary 
conditions of the emergency, its perpetuation by maki 
these temporary inequalities permanent, broadly an 
without even the restriction to cases of conspicuous gai- 
lantry and ability, will do lasting injury to the service, 
making dependence on influence the rule, rather than the 
confidence which has inepired and held together our lit- 
tle Army and made it effective, that faithful service 
would bring its fair reward. Already this new spirit 
has spread far ané wide, and from low to high the opin- 
ion is fully expressed that merit counts for nothing. 
But just here are the Regular soldiers also at a disad- 
vantage, being by their duties far from home, usually 
quite removed from touch with powerful influence, while 
respect for their profession, too, has led many of the 
most deserving to avoid using even what influence they 
could command.

The General assigned to such 
duty would recommend and advise the President or his

of course. If this change of designation cannot be made, 
would it not be better to move Army Headquarters from 
Washington, thue avoiding conflicts of authority and 
friction which have ever arisen and under present cir- 
eumstances will continue?”

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IN PORTO RICO. 


Gen. Guy V. Henry has had to meet some of the diffi- 
culties that follow a state of rebellion long continued and 
one of the principal was the poverty of-his Porto Rican 
population. In that island, as in Cuba, it has been al- 
most impossible to pay the interest on farm mortgages 
and creditors were disposed to press their claims with 
severity. To meet the contingency, Gov. Gen. Henry 
issued an order ‘suspending foreclosure of these mort- 
gages for one year, a measure that sems to have been re- 
ceived with great satisfaction. We see that from Ad- 
juntas the townspeople sent the General a despatch Jan. 
22, saying: “The undersigned congratulate you .upon 
your Wise order for the suspension of executions against 
farms. You have prevented great conflicts to Porto 
Rico, and deserve well of your powerful country. This 
island will remember with gratitude and love the name 
of the illustrious ruler who has done so much for its 


prosperity.” 

From the Alcalde of Utuado he received the following: 
“The moment the town people and farmers learned of 
the order suspending judicial proceedings against farms, 
such a saving measure was hailed with indescribable en- 
thusiasm and a great demonstration took place in token 
of gratefuiness to you.” 

Another order, No. 6, of G. O., H. Q. A., Department 
of Porto Rico, Jan. 19, prescribing the classification of 
lands for taxation elicited from the Secretary of Finance, 
the following expression of approval: “Maj. Gen. Guy 
\V. Henry has just issued a general order which is the 
most equitable measure we have had since last century, 
for it dispels all doubts and allows no escape to those 
who, with their plaints and claims every year, endeavor 
to elude the payment of their taxes. They are always 
the same individuals. ‘There is to-day an urgent neces- 
sity for ulating this tax, without its being burdensome 
to lendtealieae and the most equitable way of doing it is 
the one ordered by Maj. Gen. Henry.” The Secretary 
estimated that this land tax would yield about one mil- 
lion pesos, which is considerably less than lands have 
paid for ten _ past. The tax is graded in three 
classes—25c., ., and 1 peso per acre, according to the 
quality of the land, and each municipality was directed 
to appoint a classifying commission. The order recog- 
nizes cane lands, coffee lands, tobacco lands, pasture, 
minor produce and forest lands, and each kind has its 
two or three classes. “One provision of the order has 
aroused considerable comment, “taxes on lands whose 
owners reside abroad will be increased by 50 per cent.” 
Even this cannot be considered very onerous as the 
maximum taxation to absentees would be $1.50 per acre 
in silver, but it affects American owners as weil as oth- 
ers. 

The character of Gen. Henry's rule is shown in a re- 
cent order to Capt. Mansfield, commanding at Aguadilla: 

“It having been demonstrated to me for some weeks 
that matters are generally mismanaged at Aguadilla— 
that the councilmen quarrel with one another; that they 
refuse to act in the interest of the people, and that 
money is corruptly used—you will notify the alcalde and 
the councilmen that they are deposed from office and 
that the civil authority is entirely suspended in the town. 
The above order will also apply to Moca. You will as- 
sume command of the town, exercising the necessary 
civil functions, and use your troops as required by the 
circumstances. You will then call a meeting of the rep- 
resentative men of the town and, as soon as they agree 
upon reputable men to govern the town in the interest 
of the whole, you will induct them into office and report 
to me that they are desirable men. From the report of 
the commission, composed of one radical and one liber- 
al, which I sent from here, I have concluded that the lib- 
eruls are more to blame than are the radicals, so that 1 
have no objection to a radical council if good men of 
that party are obtainable. The jail is also reported as 
dirty and overcrowded. You will release therefrom all 
who are serving light sentences and order the jailer to 
clean the prison. If the latter has neglected his duty, 
replace him with a capable man. If the judges have 
failed to do their duty, report them to me for removal. 
In carrying out these orders, I assume that you will use 
good judgment and discretion. If any opposition is dis- 
played, either through failure to carry out your orders 
or through disrespect on the part of any one, you will 
cause the offender to be placed in jail and report the 
case to me. You are authorized to call upon several of 
the reputable men of the town to investigate the ac- 
counts of the city officials for report to me through you. 
I have frequently warned the people of this island that 
when they failed to govern themselves as they should af- 
ter having every opportunity to do so, I should take con- 
trol. I hope this action with reference to Aguadilla will 
be an object lesson to the other towns on the island.”

ARMY INCREASE. 

The New York “Herald” says: “Advocates of Army 
increase and reorganization can thank Aguinaldo for 
having made the passage of the pending Army bill 
through the Senate almost certain. Senators who would 
have been unwilling otherwise to have voted for the bill 
will now do so in view of the action of the Senate in 
ratifying the treaty and making the indefinite possession 
of the Philippines by the United States certain, and in 
view of the present disturbed condition of affairs in the 
islands and the prospect that a considerable garrison 
will be required there indefinitely. ‘The pressure from 
the Volunteers who are still in the service for discharges 
is daily becoming stronger, and Senators realize that the 
Volunteers cannot be mustered out while the Filipinos 
are hostile unless the President is authorized to recruit 
Regulars in their places. Though the bill allows a max- 
imum of aeery one hundred thousand men for the Regu- 
lar Army, it is not believed that the maximum will be 
recruited at this time.” . 
the Washington correspondent of the New York 
‘Times” says: ere is more than half a chance that 
the Army reorganization bill will get’ through; not be- 
cause the Senate is intelligently interested in reorganiza- 
tion, but because the Senate, as well as the House, hopes 
to secure a fair division of the civilian appointments pro-’ 
vided for in the Hull bill.

The news from. Manila shows that Army officers have 
been justified in the position they have held uniformly, 
that the war was not ended and the confidence of peace 
could not be assumed with safety until the treaty of 
peace was ratified. There is no doubt that the third en- 
gagement at Manila was due to the foolish idea of the 
Filipino leaders that a seasonable blow struck at our 
troops would influence the Senate against a treaty which 
drew upon us the responsibility for preserving order in a 
country which they could show to be in a state of dis- 
turbance. 

During the night of Saturday, Feb. 5, two or three 
men attempted to pass the pickets of the 3d Nebraska 


and after being turned back were fired on at the second 
attempt. Immediately a general fire was opened along 
the line by agemaes followers, and probably he 
counted u effecting a surprise. He found the Amer- 
icans vigilant and the promptitude with which a general 
response was made by our men proves the care and sa- 
gacity which Gen. Otis has brought to his task. 

The insurgents occupied a line of blockhouses, a dozen 
or fourteen in number, with occasional trenches, reach- 
ing from near the bay north of the city to the bay south 
of it and standing two or three miles from the outskirts 
of Manila. The first fire came from the blockhouses di- 
rectly east of the city, but quickly spread and especially 
along the north or right wing of the Filipinos. e na- 
tives are much given to night attacks, but were met with 
a spirit that showed them quickly the character of their 
new antagonists. Little seems to have been accom- 
plished during the night beyond the repulse of whatever 
attacks the enemy made, but early on wr the whole 
line of Filipino intrenchments was assaul vigorous 
and they were driven out everywhere during the day wit 
great loss. 

Admiral Dewey statioried the Charleston, Concord and 
the little captured gunboat Callao north of the city, and 
the Monadnock south of it at Malate, joined in the after- 
noon by the Charleston. At both points the enemy’s po- 
sitions were shelled with six and eight-inch guns and a 
destructive fire opened from the secondary batteries. The 
small villages that surround Manila were destroyed and 
many of them burnt, partly by the Navy and partly by 
the troops. A little boat taken from the Spaniards and 
armed by us with Gatlings and _ guns was sent up 
the Pasig River and cleaned out the rice fields along its 
banks, carrying destruction also to the town of Santa 
Ana on its banks. Admiral Dewey made these disposi- 
tions during the night and early in the morning took his 
own ship, the Olympia, to a position directly in front of 
Manila and between the Spanish transport Alava and 
the German cruiser Irene. This act will certainly be 
interpreted as being full of significance, and is a just re- 
turn for the impudence displayed by the German Ad- 
miral last May. 

The cable despatches give our troops in the front the 
following arrangement. The organization does not agree 
entirely with that which was published officially last 
September, nor does it include the 1st Tennessee Volun- 
teers, which lost its Colonel by apoplexy when on the 
tiring line. Still whatever errors of omission it shows it 
gives the observation of a correspondent on the ground 
and we print it with addition of the casualties, so far re- 
ported in each regiment, in brackets as the best indica- 
tion we have of the strength of the fighting at different 
points, 

Beginning at the north or left flank the lines contained 
the 20th Kansas Infantry (18), 3d U. 8S. Artillery (25), 
Ist Montana Infantry (8), and 10th Pennsylvania Infan- 
try (9), commanded by Brig. Gen. H, G. Otis; the Ist 
South Dakota Infantry (9), Ist Colorado Infantry (10), 
and ist Nebraska Infantry (32), commanded by Brig. 
General Hale. These two brigades were supported by 
Batteries A and B, Utah Light Artillery (5), and the di- 
vision was commanded by Gen. McArthur, he ist Cal- 
ifornia Infantry (6), 1st Idaho Infantry (28), Ist Wyom- 
ing Infantry (2), and Ist Washington Infantry (54), com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. Charles King; 4th U. 8. Oavalry, 
14th U. 8. Infantry (48), and 1st North Dakota Infantry, 
commanded by Brig. Gen, Samuel Ovenshine, the two 
brigades being supported by the 6th U, 8, Artillery (2), 
and the division commanded by Gen. T. M, Anderson. 

The heavy losses in the 14th Infantry were due to the 
fact that they had dense shrubbery close in their front. 
The native huts also formed an effective cover and for 
this reason they had to be cleaned out and destroyed. 

The progress of the battle on our right center ie de- 
scribed in detail in a despatch attributed to Gen. King, 
and reprinted elsewhere. Gen. Ovenshine’s command 
on the extreme —_ was quartered in and near Malate, 
and operated to the southeast. 

The losses of the 20th Kansae and 3d U. 8, Artillery 
at La Loma and Caloocan, on the extreme left; those 
of the Ist Nebraska at Santa Mesa, where the first shot 
was fired; of the Ist Idaho and let Washington, on the 
right center, and the 14th U. 8. Infantry on the extreme 
right, show where the engny was most advantageously 
posted. Remembering that the insurgents had prepared 
for a counter attack within the city, as enlistment papers 
found on persons arrested for carrying arms prove, 
making a strong patrol necessary there, including two 
regiments (13th Minnesota and 2d Oregon), and that two 
others were at Iloilo, we find nearly every other organi- 
zation in the Philippines accounted for in the list of 
casualties. 

Aguinaldo had about 20,000 troops in the battle sup- 
ported by several pieces of Krupp guns, but we have 
seen no mention of machine guns on his side, or our 
own, for that matter, except in the fleet. We had 13,- 

000 men engaged. His line was seven or eight miles 
long, and the closeness with which we were shut up in 
the city is shown by the fact that his lines seem to have 
been nowhere more than three miles from the city wall. 

As Santiago was the Regulars’ battle, Manila may not 
unfairly be credited principally to the Volunteers, there 
being twelve Volunteer regiments represented in the list 
of casualties, and only three Regular organizations. The 
Volunteers bore themselves with a dash and spirit that 
shows what results can be obtained in six months of 
training. About 5,000 of them were armed with Krag 
guns, but the rest had Springfields, and as we under 
stand the facts, smokeless powder, ‘The reports give grent 
praise to the medical, supply and commissary depart- 
ments. For the first time in thik war the artillery has 
been engaged effectively as a necessary factor in the 
fighting. 

y noon on Sunday the enemy was broken and in re- 
treat, his troops pressed back six miles in the center, 
and on our right, where the organization of the Filipinos 
seems to have teen destroyed by the combined attack of 
the tops and ships. We took possession of the. pump- 
ing works east of the city; and though the enemy had 
tried to dismantle the pumps, the missing parts were 
found j omen and the works are in operation for the 
city’s supply.

This latter map was prepared by 
Spanish army engineers for campaign purposes, and 60 
far as is known there is no other like it in existence.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs has about 
completed the Naval Appropriation bill. 

In the important matter of increasing the naval estab 
lishment the recommendation of Secretary Long wax 
closely followed. ‘Twelve, and probably fifteen, ships 
will be recommended. The twelve vessels already agreed 
upon are of the first, second and fourth classes. The 
other item, not yet passed upon. is for three protected 
cruisers of about 6,500 tons displacement. to cost $2.- 
150.000 each. No vote has been taken yet on thie item, 


and the temporary passing of it does not indicate that 
the committee is opposed to it. The following vessels 
have been agreed upon: 

“Three sea-going battleships. of about 13.500 tons dis- 
placement each, carrying the heaviest armor and moet 
powerful armament of vessels of their type, to cost, ex- 
elusive of armor $3.600.000 each.

The proposition for the general imnrovement of the 
buildings of the Naval Academy was disenssed. and the 
whole matter referred to a special committee to he ap- 
pointed. This committee is authorized to visit the Acad- 
emy, ascertain what improvements are necessary. and 
report to Congress in December next. 

A change was made in the section providing for ar- 
mor plate. In this connection the Secretary of the Navy 
is authorized to contract for the “best armor plate at 
9 price not to exceed $545 per ton.” This price is to in- 
elude royalties. 

e remaining items of the bill provide the ordinary 
routine appronriations. Consideration of the bill may 
begin in the House on Monday next. 





THE EAGAN COURT MARTIAL. 


The President acted this week in the court martial 
case of Brig. Gen. Eagan, Commissary General. The 
court martial finding was guilty, but the President com- 
muted the formal sentence of dismissal to six years’ sus- 
pension from duty, which covers the remainder of the 
time to Gen. Eagan’s retirement, in January, 1905. The 
following is the President’s review of the case and his 
action: 

“The accused, after a trial by a court martial com- 
posed of officers of high rank and distinguished services, 
has been found guilty of conduct unworthy an officer 
holding a commission of the United States and obnoxious 
in the highest degree to the discipline and good order 
of the military establishment. Such behavior is espe- 
cially Sos of condemnation in an officer holding 
high rank in the Army and charged with the perforn- 
ance of difficult and important administrative duties in a 
time Les pay ublic emergency, and from whom, when 
subj to adverse criticism, an unusual degree of re- 
straint and constant and unfailing self-control are conf- 
dently expected. The pro ings, findings and sentence 
in the case of Brig. Gen. Charles P. Bagan, Commissary 
General of Subsistence, U. 8S. A., are, therefore, ap 
proved. In view, however, of his gallant conduct in bat- 
tle upon more than one occasion, which merited and has 
received the warm commendation of his superiors, and of 
his long and honorable record of service, extending over ® 
period surpassing in duration that usually allotted to 4 
generation; having regard also to the mitigating circun- 
stances which were developed during the trial of ease, 
and in deference to the recommendation to clemency sub- 
mitted in his behalf, the sentence imposed by the court 
is commuted to suspension from rank and duty for six 
years.” 





The clemency shown by the President in Gen. Ragen 
case brings into clear view one of the most marked dis- 
tinctions between civil and military practice. In civil

The judg- 
ment of a court, composed of mem of known reserve and 
experienced judgment, that the aecused is not worthy to 
associate with officers of the United States service is in 
itself the severest punishment an officer can suffer. No 
indulgenes by his superior ean remove this stain from his 
record, It has been pointed out, and correctly, that 
practically Gen. Eagan is dishonorably retired on full pay 
six years before he can retire honora on three-quarter 
pay under the law. In about six years his disability 
may be removed by another act of executive clemency 
and he will then suffer a penalty for age that will be 
one-third greater than his penalty for misconduct. If 
there is such a thing as honor, if there is a standard to 
be maintained among officers, a conclusion like this is ri- 
diculous and wrong. 

hen we compare Gen. Hagan’s case with that of 

Admiral Meade there is no escape from the conclusion 
that either one case was treated with excessive harsh- 
ness or the other with absurd sympathy. Meade’s fault 
was the utterance of a chance remark, unpremeditated, 
hasty, unofficial and oral. It was undoubtedly a fault 
and it ruined the career and shortened the life of one 
of the most gallant men the Navy ever contained. Meade 
was not tried but he accepted premature retirement to 
avoid a trial, and it was not retirement on full pay. 
When we reflect upon the honorable ambition that was 
cut short in the evening of his long and patriotic ser- 
vice, we feel that President Cleveland would have guard- 
ed the dignity of his office sufficiently by exacting an ex- 
pression of regret for the hasty speech. 

One evil result of the direction which the President’s 
clemency has taken is that it adds to and confirms the 
bad and injurious precedent of Judge Advocate General 
Swaim. It requires another officer to perform the func- 
tions of pest office, assume its cures and under- 
take the duties inseparable from it without enjoy- 
ing either the dignity or pecuniary allowances which the 
law has adjudged necessary and proper to its exercise. 
Gen. Weston will have to ge to Washington not exactly 
as Gen. EBagan’s clerk, but as the alter ego of an officer 
who has been adjudged by court and President to be un- 
worthy to perform the duties of his office, and this ex- 
cellent officer, with whom no fault is found, is obliged 
to share the burden of Gen. Eagan’s fault. It is evident- 
ly necessary to modify the precedent which the War De- 
partment is building up in the cases of high officers who 
are in favor and oblige those who are suspended from 
duty to resign staff rank if they have it so that their 
places can be filled by others who are not substitutes. If 
we are to continue this line of precedent let it be adopted 
deliberately and adjusted to the obligations of the service 
so that the innocent shal! not be called upon to support 
the guilty in a false position. 

The difficulties raised by the direction which the Presi- 
dent gave his clemency seems to have been felt in Wash- 
ington and it is reported that Gen. Hagan will retire at 
his own request in a few days. If the arrangements for 
his retirement were made before the action of the Presi- 
dent upon the return of the court martial, as is reported, 
we must conclude that its full effects were manifest to 
the authorities and it may be that the mitigation of the 
sentence was in pursuance of an understanding that 
Gen, Bagan should ask for retirement. 

Col, John F, Weston, who succeeds to the control of the 
Commissary Department, is one of the most esteemed of- 
ficers in the service and as he will not reach the retiring 
age until November, 1909, we may hope for him a long 
und valuable career. Col. Weston entered the Volun- 
teers as Ist Lieutenant in the 4th Kentucky Cavalry in 
1861, and the Regular Army as 2d Lieutenant in the 
7th Cavalry in 1867. He was graduated from the Artil- 
lery School in 1875, and was immediately afterward ap- 
pointed Commissary of Subsistence, with the rank of 
Captain, following just a year behind General Dagan.

AMENDMENTS TO THE NAVAL PERSONNEL 
BILL. 


As indicated in the Journal of last week, the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs reconsidered the Naval Per- 
sonnel Bill, making several changes, all of which were 
urged by officers of the Navy. The first eight sections 
of the act remain as first reported. Section nine was 


niuended, and now reads as follows: 

“That should .it be found at the end of any fiscal year 
that the retirements pursuant to the provisions of law now 
in force, the voluntary retirements provided for in this Act, 
and casualties are not sufficient to cause the average va- 
eancies enumerated in section eight of this Act, the Secre- 
‘ary of the Navy shall, on or about the first — of June, 
convene a board of five rear Admirals, and shall place at 
its disposal the service and medical records on _ file in the 
Navy Department of all the officers in the grades of Cap- 
tain, Commander, Lieutenant Commander, and Lieutenant. 
The board shall then select, as soon as practicable after the 
first day of July, a sufficient number of officers from the 
before-mention grades, as constituted on the thirtieth 
day of June of that year, to cause the average vacancies 
enumerated in section eight of this Act. Each member of 
said board shall swear, or affirm, that he will, without 
prejudice a, and having in view solely the special 
fiiness of officers and the efficiency of the naval service, 
perform the duties imposed upon him by this Act. Its find- 
ing, which shall be in writing. signed by all the members, 
not less than four prroreind. shall be transmitted to the 
President, who shall thereupon, by order, make the trans- 
fers of such officers to the retired list as are selected by the 
hoard: Provided, That not more than five Captains, four 
‘ommanders, four Lieutenant Commanders, and two Lieu- 
'cnants are so retired in any one year. The promotions to 
fill the vacancies thus created shall date from the thirtieth 
(duy of June of the current year: And Provided further, 
hat any officer retired under the provisions of this section 
shall be retired with the rank and three-fourths the pay of 
his grade; but, upon the recommendation of not less than 
four members of said board and for special reasons given, 
uch officer may, in the discretion of the President, re- 
(ired with the rank and three-fourths the pay of the next 
higher grade as now existing, including the grade of Com- 
modore: And provided further, That whenever the actual 
needs of the naval service require it the President is au- 
thorized, after reserving vacancies sufficient for the six 
classes of Cadets now at the Naval Academy or at sea, as 
they may respectively, graduate, to appoint from time to 
time, Ensigns in the Navy, not to exceed forty in all: And 
provided further, That no person shall be so appointed who, 
at the time of said appointment, is more than twenty-five 
years of age, and no person shall be appointed unless he 
has had meritorious service, in the Navy or Marine conpe 
in the war with Spain; and no person shall be appoir ed 
‘ ‘cept upon such physical and professional examination as 
the Seeretary of the Navy shall require.” :

Gen. Von Goessler, the German Minister of War, in 
presenting the plans for increase of the artillery to the 
Reichstag, said that tactics had undergone a great 
change since the time of Napoleon, whose plan wae to 
keep masses of artillery in reserve to decide a doubtful 
battle. Nowadays, it was imperative that the artillery 
should play an effective and extensive part in the com- 
bat from the very beginning and that it should in all 
cases form, as it were, the “skeleton” of the line of bat- 
tle from the outset. To be effective in this fashion the 
artillery must have a thorough and serviceable organiza- 
tion, for they could not trust to improvizations at the 
eleventh hour. The bill proposes the formation of How- 
itzer batteries on the ground that the present artillery has 
a flat trajectory and is intended to sweep the whole field 
of battle: but where the enemy seeks cover from artillery 
fire it is necessary to have Howitzers, with their curved 
trajectory, in order to seek him out—a task which would 
vive the guns with flat trajectory too much trouble.

There appears to have been some miscalculation as to 
the cost of improving the shoals of _ the 
Tennessee River, between Florence and Riverton. 
A plan for a lateral canal was proposed about ten years 
ago by a board of engineers. It was estimated that this 
would cost $2,500,000. This estimate has subsequently 
increased to $3,000,000, and $650,000 was expended in 
building the lower lock and the approaches to it. Maj. 
Dan C. Kingman, C. B., now advises that this work be 
abandoned and the same result accomplished by using 
two locks, and two dams across the river, thus saving 
$1,500,000. Congress has accordingly been asked to 
sanction this change of plan. Maj. Kingman reports 
that the work already done will apply equally well to 
this plan. In a letter to Congress he says: 

“It is my opinion that the proposed change of plan will 
greatly hasten the time of the completion of the im- 
provement. If money is appropriated no faster in the 
future than it has been in the past, it would shorten 
the work eight or ten years, and the money that we 
should save would be sufficient to complete the improve- 
ment of Little Musele Shoals, or, if applied elsewhere, to 
remove all, or nearly all, of the minor obstacles from the 
river from Chattanooga to the mouth.”

CORPS OF FEMALE NURSES. 

Surg. Gen. Sternberg has made a sénkible protest 
against S. 5353, providing for a corps of female warses. 
The number provided for may be in excess of reqgnire 
ments and the Secretary of War and Surgeon Genera) 
should decide as to the number required. Quarters and 
mess arrangements would have to be provided for the 
nurees and this involves building quarters at all of the 
principal posts. The commission proposed for the man- 
agement of the nurse corps is cumbersome and unmili- 
tary, and the direction of the corps should be left to the 
Surgeon General. The superintendent of nurees should 
be a graduate in medicine and a woman of executive abil- 
ity, but not necessarily a trained nurse. The salaries 
proposed are in excess of those paid to the present Hos- 
pital Corpse, and if they are adopted the pay of the Hos- 
pital Corps should be imcreased. Nor should they be 
degraded to the position of attendants upon the female 
nurses and looked upon as unfit for responsibil- 
ity in the care of the sick. These men are trained not 
only to take care of their comrades when sick in hos- 
pital, but to accompany them to the battlefield and ren- 
der first aid to the wounded. With proper training they 
are entirely competent, as has been proved by our experi- 
ence before the war, to nurse serious cases of disease and 
injury. The selection of female nurses is now being 
made with very satisfactory results by Dr. Anita New- 
comb McGee, who is under contract, as an Acting As- 
sistant Surgeon and receives but $1,800 per annum, while 
the bill under consideration provides for a superintendent 
of nurses at $3,000 per year and an assistant superintend- 
ent at $2,000. The provision that the female nurses 
shall have subsistence, uniform and laundry, will in- 
volve a considerable expense, and enlisted men of 
the Hospital Corpse and other enlisted men of the Army 
are required to pay for their own laundry. If free laun- 
dry is provided for by law without any restriction, the 
nurses will themselves be the only judges as to the num- 
ber of summer dresses, etc., that shall be sent to the 
laundry. 

The whole scheme of the bill is ill advised and it seems 
to be merely an expression of that gushing sensibility to 
ward woman from which even honorable legislators are 
not wholly free. 

Chief Engr. A. C. Engard, U. 8. N., has been in- 
valided home from the Philadelphia, and has been or- 
dered before the Naval Retiring Board, in session at the 
Washington Navy Yard. He will report on the 14th 
inst——Chief Engr. George Cowie, U. S. N., has been 
invalided home from the Montgomery on medical certifi- 
cate of disability, and has been granted three months’ 
sick leave, in the hope that his deafness may show 
signs of improvement in that time. Mr. Cowie is one 
of the engineer officers whose conduct at Santiago en- 
abled the President to advance him three numbers on the 
list of Chief Engineers, but whose deafness has become 
so serious that it is possibly a question of months when 
he will be obliged to retire from the active list.— 
Passed Asst. Engr. E. 8S. Kellogg, U. S. N., passed 
through Washington during the week en route for his 
home in New York after a hard-working cruise on the 
Hist. The Hist was put out of commission at the 
Navy Yard, Pensacola, last week. Mr. Kellogg is a 
sufferer from the Cuban fever, from which so many 
of our men are sick, and will recuperate at home. This 
officer will be ordered to examination fer promotion as 
soon as he is able to stand the rigid physical tests ap- 
plied to our naval officers before promotion.——Chief 
Engr. B. C. Bryan, U. S. N., appeared before the Naval 

cxamining Board in Philadelphia during the week, and 

passed the examination required by regulation for pro- 
motion to his present grade. The retirement of Chief 
Engr. Burnap on the 10th makes a vacancy for Passed 
Asst. Engr. H. P. Norton, now on duty in England, su- 
perintending the engine construction of the Albany. 
Mr. Norton will not be examined until his return to the 
United States some time later in the season, but when 
his examination takes place he will receive pay from 
the date of the vacancy for which he was examined.

Congressman Bromwell, of Ohio, 
House a joint resolution authorizing the Secretary of the 
Navy to name one of the first-class battleships, the con- 
struction of which may be later provided, The American 
Boy. The resolution authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to receive and place in the Treasury of the 
United States as a special fund, to be applied to the 
construction of such battleship, all contributions which 
may be tendered to him for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses thereof, the contributions to be in addi- 
tion to any amount that has been or may hereafter be 
appropriated for the construction of battleships. We 
hope this resolution will not pass. There are vessels to 
which this name would be appropriate, and which would 
represent American children in the Navy with credit, 
but they do not belong to the class of battleships.

. The Atlanta (Ga.) “Constitution” is asking opinions as 
to who are the greatest warriors living or dead, in the 
order of precedence given them by those who answer the 
question. It is in our judgment impossible to make any 
such classification as this. We certainly are unable to 
do it. There are great soldiers and lesser soldiers, but 
who is greatest among the great, or least among the lit- 
tle we could not undertake to say, for the very sufficient 
reason that we have no opinion on the subject. We are 
not in the habit of so classifying men. It is evénts that 
are great, and not the men whose action is shaped and 
determined by them, and this is especially trae of wat 
and warriors. 
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THE TREATY AND WHAT FOLLOWS. 


The ratification of the treaty with Spain by the Sen- 
ate creates no new situation, but it is a distinct declara- 
tion to all the world that the United States frankly ac- 
cepts the situation already existing as the result of our 
war with Spain, and that it is prepared to assume the 
responsibilities it incurred, however great and however 
burdensome they may prove to be. The action of the 
Senate is undoubtedly in accord with public sentiment, 
and it is as obvious as anything can be that looks to the 
future for its proof, that those who have opposed the 
treaty will take their place in American history with 
the tories of the Revolution and the copperheads of the 
Rebellion. 

The arguments against the treaty have been in sub- 
stance an indictment of the American people, a declara- 
tion that they are, if not incapable of self-government, at 
least unfitted to assume the role of a great power in 
these days when commercial and political isolation are 
no longer possible; when the maxims suited to provincial 
conditions and our days of weakness and tutelage are no 
longer applicable, 

With fine instinct the American people have recog- 
nized, if a minority of the Senate has not, that “man- 
hood,” as Carlyle tells us, “begins when we have in any 
way made a truce with Necessity; begins even when we 
have surrendered to Necessity, as the most part only do; 
but begins joyfully and hopefully only when we have 
reconciled ourselves to necessity; and thus in reality tri- 
umphed over it, and felt that in Necessity we are free.” 

Let us hope that even those who have been forced to 
surrender to Necessity, with reluctance and much sore- 
ness of spirit, will now cease factious opposition to the 
inevitable, and unite their efforts with those of the ma- 
jority to secure the best possible results for us in the 
new career to which we are now committed. If our bur- 
dens are to be great, so much the more reason is there 
for patriotic effort to lighten them by unity and har- 
mony of action. 

Kipling, in his verse, has told us what the white man’s 
burden is, and from another Englishman comes a hope- 
ful prophecy of our ability to bear these burdens. In 
an article by Sir G. S. Clarke, appearing in the “North 
American Review” for February, attention is called to 
the fact that in none of the articles or speeches opposing 
expansion do we find any recognition of “the great truth 
that the responsibilities of empire may be a moral gain 
to the nation which accepts them from lofty motives.” 
This has been the experience of England, as Sir Clarke 
shows. India is not a mine of material wealth to the 
mother country, as she is usually supposed to be, but to 
India England owes in great measure the training of her 
best manhoédd. “India makes men, tuough it does not 
xrow them,” and the influence, example and education of 
the men whom India makes, reacts powerfully upon the 
whole social and political structure of the nation. 

It is in India and the other colonial possessions of Dng- 
land that her sons acquire the education in individual re- 
sponsibility that they cannot acquire at home. A young 
officer gains experience as the leader of native troops in 
a trying situation, or in other duties “calling for high 
administrative qualities combined with the utmost tact.” 
Thus men are made and thé reflex action upon Dngland 
itself through the constant interchanges is very great, 
und very beneficial. 

Indeed, it is difficult to see how England could main- 
tain her position as a world power without the moral 
gain resulting from the frequent concentration of the 
public mind upon other than domestic affairs, the ant‘ 
dote the trials and responsibilities imperialism o" 
the potent evils from mere material prosperity. iud the 
high ideal of manhood which is maintained directly and 
indirectly by them. “The empire with all its risks, anx- 
ieties and burdens, is now more than ever producing 
men,” 

Such is to be our experience, and shall we shrink from 
it through a craven leve of ease, and a timid shrinking 
from responsibility? Could the high-spirited and self- 
confident American be expected to answer that question 
in any other way than he has done? If some of their 
advisers are influenced by senile fears, or a misjudged 
zeal for partisan advantages, the American people as a 
whole are not, and the future will demonstrate that in 
choosing as they have, they have chosen wisely. 

Our past successes in expansion or colonization have 


been greater than those of any other country, and they 
completely answer the fears of those who see nothing but 
evil for us in the future. This fact is clearly shown by 
Mr. A. Lawrence Lowell, in an article on “The Colonia! 
Expansion of the United States,” published in the Febru- 
ary number of that excellent periodical, the “Atlantic 
Monthly.” “Properly speaking, a colony is a territory, not 
forming for political purposes an integral part of the 
mother country, but dependent upon her, and peopled, in 
part at least by her emigrants.” In this sense we added 
colonies when we obtained Louisiana, Florida, Texas, 
California, the Gadsden purchase and Alaska. How well 
we have governed these colonies their history shows. 
With the exception of the Kansas border trouble, and the 
disturbances growing out of polygamy in Utah, and the 
Indian difficulties, they have been controlled without 
friction, and the Indian difficulties did not result from 
our possession of colonies, but have been common to this 
country since its earliest settlement, : 

The point Mr. Lowell makes is that colonies have been 
a source of strength and not of weakness, One half, and 
the most vigorous half, of our population lives in com- 
munities that have at some time been organized as ter- 
ritories; in other words, founded by the process of colon- 
ization, Mr. Lowell therefore concludes that “the United 
States has been one of the greatest and most successful 
colonizing powers the world has ever known.” 

If the timid souls of the early colonial time who coun- 
selled against assuming new responsibilities could have 
had their way; “we should still be the subjects of Great 
Britain. If those of a later day had been listened to the 
United States, if they existed at all, would be still a lit- 
tle group of States clinging to the Atlantic coast and in 
immediate contact with hostile or jealous neighbors on 
all their borders, except that guarded by the ocean. If 
it had not been for the courage and hopefulness of those 
who led the great hosts of the war for the Union, we 
should now be a divided nation pursuing the perpetual 
warfare of distrust if not open hostility, between free 
States, and a great slave empire, including Mexico and 
Central’ America. Now, North and South are united in 
the common heritage of the benefits resulting from the 
triumph of union over secession, and are dwelling happily 
together under one flag. Together they are entering upon 
a further career of expansion in which they havean equal 
part. Our guides are not to be those who would counsel 
us to turn our thoughts toward the past and shrink with 
dread from the promises for the future; not Senator 
Hale, who does violence to the declared sentiment of his 
State; not Senator Hoar, who is misled by the error, too 
common in Massachusetts, of mistaking opinions for 
principles that must not be compromised, and not the 
Senators from other States who make up the minority 
opposing the treaty. The Senate has listened to all of 
these gentlemen, respectfully if not always patiently, and 
has decided against them by a vote of more than two to 
one, Meanwhile, the burden that expansion brings falls 
chiefly upon the shoulders of our Army and Navy. We 
believe that they will show themselves equal to it. But 
they will need all the help of the generous consideration 
of enlightened public sentiment. Wise counsel and direc- 
tion they will welcome, but not carping complaints and 
ignorant and malicious criticism. The Army, if wisely 
administered, will afford a magnificent training school 
for the young men of the country. It will be a school of 
manhood, of patriotism, of unselfish devotion to duty 
and honor. At least it can be, and should be, made 
such a school. Merit and not influence should determine 
its appointments; training and not pretence and self- 
seeking should be the guides to official favor. Can we 
realize so bright a dream? Let us at least hope for the 
best, and seek to create in the Army itself a public senti- 
ment which shall make it as uncomfortable a place as 
possible for those who enter with other purpose than to 
realize the true soldierly ambitions. 

With an increase in the Army will come in any event 
many who have had little or no training for the service. 
If these new men are carefully selected from among 
representative young men of the true soldierly spirit, we 
need have no fear of them, Of this class were such sol- 
diers as Seott, Sumner, Wood, Worth, Terry and many 
others we might recall without including living men, and 
those receiving their tutelage in our great Civil War. 
Recent experiences have given us an opportunity to test 


the quality of many young men ambitious of military 
life, and if we go astray it will be the fault of the ap- 
pointing power upon whom rests the great responsibility 
of selection.

PRAISD FOR THE VOLUNTEERS. 


“Let no man say the Filipinos cannot fight. They are 
brave and skilful warriors. As for the California, Idaho 
and Washington regiments, Dyer’s and Hawthorne's 
gunners, words are inadequate to describe their pluck, 
discipline and fighting qualities.” This is what General 
Charles King says in a telegraphic letter to the New 
York Journal. It is very gratifying to receive this and 
similar testimony to the character of our Volunteers at 
Manila. The provost guard duty in Manila dur- 
ing the fight with the Filipinos seems to have been all 
that could be desired, and this is a difficult and delicate 
duty in time of excitement. Altogether the evidence ac- 
cumulates that our State troops, whatever their defi- 
ciencies in the beginning, are giving proof of training and 
discipline. As to the fine material they furnished for 
soldiers there has never been any doubt. 

The question as to how we are to provide a military 
force for the defence of the Republic can no longer be 
considered an academic one. It comes home to us all 
and demands the thoughtful consideration of every citi- 
zen, whether his relations to the Army be néar or re- 





mote. It is very satisfactory, thérefore, to note the evi- 
dence afforded by reports from Manila that the intel- 
ligent, American Volunteer can be speedily transformed 
into a soldier by proper drill and inspection. 

If there is any one who still clings to the Fourth of 
July theory that Republics are free from the dangers 
that attend monarchies it is time that he abandoned it. 
Certainly we can claim no immunity from war, Wit- 
ness our national debt, our enormous pension roll, our 
expensive Homes for disabled soldiers, the hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers’ graves scattered over the land, 
and the monuments that rise over every village square 
to remind us of the great price we have paid for our 
liberties. During the past forty years we have contrib- 
uted far more to the casualties of war than all of the 
European nations combined, and we have also contrib- 
uted our full share and more to the 16,000 millions of 
dollars spent by civilized nations upon war during the 
last century. 

All remember the story of the old colored woman in 
Charleston during the earthquake some years ago. She 
had taken to the street when she found her house trem- 
bling over her head, and there she met an acquaintance 
who was hurrying to a church to say her prayers. The 
old woman was invited to go along. “No, I ain‘t gwine 
into no brick church to-day,” she said. 

“Why, auntie, don’t you trust the Lord?” her friend 
asked. “Yes, I trust the Lord, but I don’t fool with 
him,” 

This homely wisdom seems applicable to our own case, 
for have we not carried our trust in Divine Providence 
too far in our neglect of proper preparation for war? 

There is no hostility in the Army to the citizen soldier, 
and never has been, All the Regular officer insistx 
upon is that his profession shall not be discredited 
by admitting to it on too easy terms those who have 
been subjected to no sufficient test to determine their 
fitness for it, who have no just appreciation of 
its requirements, and whose training, if they have any 
at all, is just sufficient to give them undue confidence in 
their ability to command. No profession is more exact- 
ing in its demands upon physicat and mental training 
than that of the soldier, and no training comes by intui- 
tion. Whatever a man’s natural aptitude he can only 
acquire skill in any particular business or profession, 
and the mental habits that are essential to success in it. 
by making it the object of his life’s devotion. This is ax 
true of the military profession as of any other. 

If you wish to know what is the soldier's opinion of 
amateurs in his profession ask yourself what is your 
opinion of amateurs in your own business or profession. 
If you are a doctor are you willing to entrust your 
patients to a man without training, who is ignorant of 
anatomy, of materia medica, of therapeutics and of the 
science of diagnosis? 

Where the ignorance of the doctor imperils the lives of 
individuals, the ignorance of the soldier imperils the lives 
of thousands and may expose a nation to humiliation or 
disaster. 

If you are a lawyer, what isyour opinion of a prac- 
titioner who has never got beyond Blackstone, if so far, 
and whose knowledge of legal proceedings is limited to 
practice in moot courts? Do you not, if you are a lay- 
man, demand that the man who practices medicine upon 
you, or who carves you up for appendicitis, should have a 
diploma that certifies to his training and his examina- 
tion for a degree? If you entrust your business to a 
lawyer do you not ask that his qualifications should be 
certified to by some recognized authority? Why should 
you be less exacting with your soldiers? 

The law forbids a man to practice medicine and aa- 
sume a medical title, or to practice at the bar unless 
he can give some proof of training for his profession. 
It is certainly not unreasonable to object to a system of 
military administration which permits any man of 
sufficient influence to secure a military title and enter 
upon the command of men who may at any moment 
be called into the field, requiring only that he shoulk/ 
secure from those as ignorant as himself votes 
enough to eiect him to a military office or persuade some 
complacent Governor to add him to the adornments of 
his quasi position as a Comander-in-Chief. 

We are aware that some States subject militia officers 
to examinations before commissioning them, and to this 
extent what is here said regione qualification. But even 
the best of these examinations is far less rigid than it 
should be. Too little attention is given to the test of 
an officer’s ability to take care of his men in the camp 
and on the march. The American Volunteer soldier is 
said to be the best fighter and the worst campaigner of 
a soldier in the world. 

© one can overestimate the value of the patriotic en- 
thusiasm, the spirit of self-sacrifice and devotion w 
prompted so many high-spirited young men to offer their 
services to their country during out Civil War, and again 
during the Spanish war of the present time, Kut has not 
our country the right to ask that this, its most 
treasure, should not be wasted?

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NUTRITIVE VALUE OF FOODS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The discussion that has arisen regarding canned meats 
furnished the troops in Cuba and Porto Rico has attract- 
ed public attention, There are some pointe in this con- 
nection that ought not to be overlooked. One is the real 
nutritive value these meats contain, and the other is the 
necessity for proper preparation by those who consume 
them. How few there are, even of those who have con- 
stantly used them, who know anything of their actual 
nutritive value. This is established so thoroughly that 


it is now, and for a long time has been, placed beyond the 
realm of doubt and has reached the ition outside eveu 
of discussion. The United States Government made a 
thorough investigation of the subject of foods and their 
nutritive values during the years 1890-1895. W. O. At- 
water 





Professor of Chemistry, in the Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, Middletown, Conn., devoted several years in this 
country and in Europe to this ape, and the results of 
his work are published, and are standard authority. As 
Atwater has investigated for the United tes, so have 
Dr. Koenig, Reubner, Etzinger, Stultzer, Fassbender, 
and other conspicuously eminent authorities, investigated 
for France, Germany, Austria and other European coun- 
tries. Tests innumerable have been made in provision- 
ing vast armies under all conditions of service. Penal and 
preening A institutions have been availed of for these 
tests and tabulated results have been for years affirmed 
and re-affirmed until their accuracy is now known to be 
definitely established. 

The reasons for the superiority of these goods may be 
concisely stated. Animal life requires three classes of 
foods—nitrogenous matter in the form of proteide; carbo- 
hydrates as found in sugar, starch and allied products: 
phosphates and a few other salts. Meat is the chief 
source of nitrogenous matter as used in daily food. The 
maximum amount of matter in meat soluble in boiling 
water is four pounds in one hundred. The nutritive 
part of meat is albumen and myosin, the basis of muscle. 
Neither of these is soluble in boiling water. Upon im- 
mersing meat in water at the boiling temperature the al- 
bumen coagulates, causing contraction that squeezes out 
thé water, producing a shrinkage of 40 per cent. in 
weight. Less than 2 per cent. of thie shrinkage is due to 
the extraction of soluble matter; 38 per cent. is water re- 
moved by the contraction in cooking. None of the 2 per 
cent. of soluble matter removed is nutriment. The nutri- 
ents in meat are insoluble in boiling water, and it is be- 
yond the possibility of dispute that 98 per cent. of the 
proteide of boiled beef, such as is put up in cans, is di- 
gestible and is assimilated by the system. Tests that may 
be counted by the hundreds prove this, and it is known 
that 60 pounds of boiled fresh meat contain as much nu- 
trition as 100 pounds of uncooked fresh meat. In can- 
ning this meat the object to be attained, and the object 
actually attained, is to furnish the maximum amount of 
nutriment with the minimum amount of weight. If the 
can is tight and the contents properly processed, the meat 
will be as good years afterwards as upon the day it is 
put up. 

Much of the recent criticism of this class of food has 
unquestionably been occasioned oy its improper and in- 
cee we. Lack of knowledge or of facilities in 
handling it as an army ration, are responsible for most, 
if not all, of the trouble. The British, French and Ger- 
man armies have used it for so many years that they are 
familiar with proper cooking methods. It requires the 
addition of vegetables and condiments, such as salt, pep- 
per, etc. The U. S. Navy has used it for many years. 
and there have never been any complaints. In the tropics, 
where it is almost impossible to cool the contents of the 
can, they are apt to be unsightly when opened up, but 
as a stew it is nutritious, palatable and appetizing. Cor- 
rect usé of this meat is all important, as neglect in prepa- 
ration by the consumer places it as a desirable food at 
great disadvantage.

Of these William H. Boardmay 
lost his life at Ponce by the accidental discha of a 
pistol while in an expedition during the war, and Cadet 
Thomas H. Wheeler was drowned, evidently while try- 
ing to save a friend from a similar fate. e Acad 
has had, including its present superintendent, 16 super. 
intendents since its establishment in 1845. 

Two new orders have been issued by Supt. McNair, 
of the Naval Academy. The first gives the new officers 
of the Cadet battalion, until further orders, all the priy- 
ileges of first class men. The second increases the num- 
ber of demerits which will put a Cadet off the first and 
second conduct grades. To be on the first grade, first 
classmen must not receive over ten demerits in a month, 
second grade not over sixteen, second classmen first 
grade not over thirteen, second grade not over twenty- 
two, third classmen first wg not over sixteen, second 
grade not over twenty-eight, fourth classmen first grade 
not over twenty, second grade not over twenty-three, 
First conduct grade allows a Cadet liberty once every 
week, second twice a month; below that grade once a 
month. Heretofore over six’ demerits in a month put 
a first classman off the first conduct grade. 

A naval Cadet, for insubordinate conduct in cursing 
another Cadet on duty, was given 100 demerits, and 
placed on board the Santee; 250 demerits bilge in the 
class in which he is. 

In the semi-annual examination at the Naval Academy 
just finished nine Cadets of the second class, eight of 
the third, and twelve of the fourth have been found 
unsatisfactory in one or more studies, but are recom- 
mended to be continued at the Academy. A large nun- 
ber of Cadets, it is reported, will have to resign on ac- 
count of deficiencies in studies. 

The Vizeaya’s four guns, two of small and two of 
large caliber, have now been set up in the Naval Acade.

According to a despatch from San Francisco, just be 
fore the departure of the transport steamer Senator for 
the Philippines, with the 22d Infantry on board, on Feb.

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THE SPANISH WARSHIPS. 

The following letter from an Englishman to the “Engi- 
neer” attempts to account for the explosion on the Viz- 
caya by a defect of construction. The hatches he speake 
of ag opened through each deck and into the magazines 
measured, according to his sketch, 7 to 8 feet wide and 
2% to 3 feet fore and aft. They open into the magazine 
tor 5.6-inch guns. As well as the Board which reported 
on the condition of the wrecks could determine the ex- 
plosion in the Oquendo, was in “the main forward maga- 
xine,” and in the Vizcaya “in both the main magazines.” 
The exact location could not be determined in either 


case. The effect was greatest on the star- 
hoard side forward of the Vizcaya, the plates 
of the protective deck being raised about five 


feet. One sentence indicates that the Board thought 
the magazine explosion occurred after the vessel had 
been on fire some time. “After passing through the pro- 
tective deck the effect of gases in all cases was small, as 
the pressure was practically relieved, owing to the cover- 
ing on the gun and spar deck having been burnt away. 
The explosion aft was less destructive. In both cases 
the greatest effects were suffered by the bulkheads, un- 
der the protective deck, which were cut away for a long 
distance, ; 

Speaking of the Maria Teresa, the Vizcaya and the 
Oquendo, this writer says: — : 

“I hope that the information I am about to give you, 
and which is known to enh a few persons besides my- 
self and the Spanish officials who were responsible, will 
make it clear to all that the ships named were much 
more vulnerable than the ships of any class in the Brit- 
ish navy, or, indeed, any other navy. : 

“They were in every way strong and well built, and 
had the designs of the builders been carried out in ac- 
cordance with the contract and specification, I have ev- 
ery reason to believe their fate would have been differ- 
ent, and in other hands they would have given a very 
different account of themselves. 

“It is pretty generally known that during their fitting 
out and completion, owing to a dispute between the 
builders, and the government, the latter took possession 
of the works, appointing a special commission, at the 
head of which was placed Admiral Cervera. At the same 
time a royal decree was issued, which stated that the 
terms of the contract would not be interfered with; but 
the fact is that no sooner had the younger members. of 
the commission got themselves comfortably settled down 
than they began to devise improvements. These gentle- 
men, I may say, were, without exception, inexperienced 
in the construction of modern ships of war, and confined 
their attentions principally to cabin fittings and decora- 
tions; the ship, to them, was not a —- machine, but 
simply comfortable quarters for their friends, or it 
might be for themselves. The consequence was that 
many tons of timber, in the shape of furniture, ete., 
were placed in the ships that ought never to have been 
there. For instance, the painting of the beams, and 
coating the deck plating with granulated cork, horrified 
them, and all the ceilings of commander’s cabin, ward- 
room, and the sides of the ship throughout the officers’ 
quarters, were panelled. All objections raised by the 
builders were only laughed at. 

“But the most serious change of all was the rearrange- 
ment for the handling of ammunition for the 14-centime- 
ter guns. he magazines were altered, and two hoists 
fitted—one forward and one aft. To do this the decks 
were cut directly over the center of the magazines. These 
hoists led direct to the upper deck, without cover or pro- 
tection of any kind whatever. It was therefore possi- 
ble to see into the magazines from all the four decks 
throngh which the hoist passed, thereby exposing them 
to the fire from the enemy’s shell, or to burning materi- 
als that might fall from any of the decks; and should a 
shot cut the rope of the hoist, the carriage would fall 
back into the heart of the magazine. The resulte can 
better be imagined than described. It ‘s true a clutch, 
supposed to be safety, was fitted to grip che guides in the 
event of the rope being cut; but I think it more than 
probable that the shot that cut the rope would also carry 
away one or more of the guides. It ie scarcely credible 
that any body of sane men would approve of such an 
arrangement; but it is nevertheless a fact that the de- 
signs were submitted to and passed by the Technical 
Commission in Madrid. It is only fair to Admiral Cer- 
vera, however, to say that he was in no way responsi- 
ble, having been called to Madrid to fill a more impor- 
tant position before this work was carried out.”

A NEW JAPANESE BATTLESHIP.

The “Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette” says: “An 
important innovation is to be made in the matter of pro- 
tection in connection with the battleship to be built for 
the Japanese Navy at the Barrow-in-Furness works of 
Messrs. Vickers, Sons and Maxim (Limited), as a result 
of the great experience of Mr. James Dunn, late Chief 
Constructor to the British Admiralty, and now a direc- 


tor of the Vickers firm, who is the designer. In all mod- 
ern ships in our Navy the 6-inch pas guns are 
placed within casemates, usually of octagonal form, made 
of 6-inch hardened steel; but as the distance between the 
casemates is considerable, there is a large part of the 
side plating of the ship without side protection. In fact. 
one-half of the target which a ship nts to the enemy 
is thus left without armor. But Mr. Dunn has intro- 
duced an innovation whereby this is reduced to five- 
eighths of the broadside. Instead of aaung separate 
casemates along each side of the ship, he has in his 
new ship formed an armored box battery, extending 
the whole length of the central part of the ship between 
the forwardeand after bulkhead, which forms the citadel. 
There is such a box battery, of course, on both sides 
of the ship. The inboard wall of this battery is formed 
also of specially hardened armor, and extends along the 
deck between two thwartship bulkheads already referred 
to, so that the base of the funnels and many other ap- 
pliances in the center line of the ship are doubly pro- 
tected. Again, to ensure the same isolation for each 
§-inch quick-firing gun as is afforded by the casemate 
system the box batteries are divided up into separate 
gun stations by means of athwartship divisions of armor, 
so that the men working the ships and the guns, as well 
as the ship itself, will be much more secure against gun- 
fire than where the casemate system is adopted, with no 
armor between them along the sides of the ship. We 
have already described the general features of the ship, 
which is to be as large as our Formidable class, 15, 
tons, with 1, horse-power engines, to give 18 knots; 
but she will have two more 6-inch quick-firing guns.”

The a= of the troops here is nearly two miles from 
town, and is reached by a dummy train over the Central 
of Georgia Railway. he train is scheduled to run each 
way every half hour, but as a matter of fact it runs 
whenever the engineer thinks of it. The camp is very 
healthy, and the troops present a vastly different appear- 
ance from those at our great camps last summer. 

It is currently reported that an officer stationed here 
sent the provost guard to arrest a tailor, who had failed 
to make a suit of clothes fit.

The entire post was saddened and shocked by the news 
received on Thursday evening of the death at Johns- 
town, Pa., of Mr. William R. Michie, sole surviving 
son of Prof. Michie. Mr. Michie occupied the position 
of constructing engineer on the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and was a young man of much ability in his profession. 
Prof. Michie had been summoned to Johnstown on Tues- 
day night by a telegram announcing the illness of his 


son. Later news from him conveyed the most reassuring 
intelligence as to Mr. Michie’s condition and in the face 
of this information the telegram announcing his death 
came with double force. Death was due to uraemic poi- 
soning, following an attack of grip, from which no serious 
results were apprehended until within a few hours of its 
fatal termination.

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FACTS CONCERNING MODERN BULLETS. 

Kocker’s views as relating to the “effectiveness” of 
bullets in action are. we apprehend, too much in the 
humanitarian line and are at variance with the present 
practice in the Bnglish service. That nation haying had 
to deal largely with savage tribes, has been forced to in- 
troduce what is known as the mushroom bullet for its 
caliber, .31 or 7.7 mm, rifle—a practice inconsistent with 
the principles which govern civilized warfare. This to 
render a moderately small caliber bullet more effective 
in its “stopping effect” admonishes us not hastily to fol- 
low the lead of such nations as Italy, Roumania and 
Spain in reducing the weight of the rifle bullet below 
that of our present figure, rains—more particularly

Under most favorable conditions when (15) fifteen shots 
were fired at a target twenty by thirty feet at 2,000 yards 
range, with the ”.30 caliber U. 8S. Army magazine rifle, 
twelve hits were made; the danger zone for infantry in 
this case is about (30) thirty feet, the angle of elevation 
about (6) six ceproes and the maximum ordinate of tra- 
jectory about (200) two hundred and odd feet. 

The following table is intended to show the compara- 
tive accuracy, at 500 yards, of the caliber .45 and caliber 
.80 rifles, derived from 1,000 consecutive targets of ten 
shote each fired at this arsenal. The arms were held 
in the fixed rest, and the mean radius is estimated from 
the center of impact of each group. (It is reported that 
in this whole series there may have been some 3 or 4 
drop shots, which were thrown out of the record.)

The Navy is now developing a smokeless powder which 
promises to give remarkable velocities with large as well 
a8 small cal.ber of rifles. In a great measure the suc- 
cesses attained are due to the energy and efforts of 
Lieut. Bernadou, whose work with the Ordnance Bu- 
reau of the Navy is now directed toward the construc- 
tion of a Government factory at the Indian Head Prov- 
ing Station, and to the development generally of the 
powder. - Recent experiments made at the station with 
smokeless powder fired from a thirteen-inch gun have 
shown remarkable results, and fully realized the ex 
pectations of the experts. No such results were ever 
before secured in this country with smokeless powder 
in a heavy naval gun. With a charge of 325 pounds 
velocities of 2,500 feet per second, and even pressures 
were obtained in a 385-caliber rifle. Ordinarily the 
charge of brown powder required to secure 2.200 feet . 
velocities was over 500 pounds. The projectile employed 
was the ordinary common shell. The new factory now 
constructing is expected to have a capacity of about 
2,000 pounds a day, but it is not the purpose of the Gov- 
ernment to manufacture all the powder required for the 
Navy at its two factories. Private concerns will still 
be counted upon to supply the greater part f¢r the sery- 
ice. Deliveri¢s are made so rapidly that nearly: one 










third of the ¢hips, in commission are now equipped with 
full zines of the new smokeless variety, and others 
will be fitted out as fast as the powder is received. Ships 
with Adml. Dewey’s command are the first on foreign 
stations to receive the — and gradually every ves- 
sel will be fitted out with it. 


NEW DRY DOCKS. 

Stone and masonry dry docks are preferred by the 
Navy Department to the timber type of basin, and if 
Congress will accede to the recommendations of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy the three timber docks for which 
appropriation was made last session will be like that 
dock which is to be established at the Boston Navy 
Yard, of concrete with a stone lining, and the most ca- 


pacious in the country. Last year Congress authorized 
five dry docks, one to be of steel and of the floating type 
and designed to be established at Algiers, opposite New 
Orleans, another to be of stone, and three of timber. 
Contracts were awarded this week to the Maryland 
Steel Company for the construction of the floating dock 
at a cost of about $840,000, to the O’Brien & Shehan 
Co., of New York, the work of building the stone dock 
at Boston. Recently Secretary Long has sent communi- 
cations to the House and nate Naval Committees 
asking that authority be given to build the timber docks 
of stone, with concrete surrounding, and it is expected 
that the suggestion will be adopted. Stone docks are 
more lasting, less expensive for repair, and very little 
more costiy than the timber type. Only one of a size 
to take in the larger ships is now in possession of the 
Navy, and this is at Boston. There are smaller stone 
docks at Mare Island and League Island, but they can 
take only the light vessels over their sills. Experi- 
ences with timber docks show that they are subject to 
injury by the marine worm, and require attention to 
keep them in readiness for service. The stone dock 
lasts for ever almost, as is indicated by the condition 
of that at Boston, built in 1848, and as solid and firm 
now as when ceepietes. The a of the pres- 
ent authorized docks will give the Navy ample docking 
facilities which it has so much required for years. Capt. 
Endicott, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, has 
declared that the days of the timber dock have passed. 
and that all future docks for the Navy should be of 
masonry and stone, and his views are accepted by all 
the leading officials. Congress does not take the same 
view of this question, and the House Committee on Na- 
val Affairs has declined to recommend the stone docks.

THE YGORROTES. 


One of the interesting incidents of the fight at Manila 
was the appearance of two hundred natives called 
Ygorrotes, armed only with bow and arrow. They are 
represented in the despatches as having borne a bold 
and gallant part in the contest, and as being entirely 
ignorant of firearms and their effects. The latter part 


of the story can hardly be true. The Navy Department 
made public lately a report of an excursion into the in- 
terior of Luzon, made “ Paymr. W. B. Wilcox, U. 8. 
N., and Naval Cadet L. R. Sargent, U. S. N., both at- 
tached to the Monadnock, in which these Ygorrotes are 
mentioned. They say: 

“From Bagagag to the next town, Cordon, there is 
only a mountain trail. This trail is infested at certain 
seasons by Ygorrotes, who waylay and murder persons 
traveling in smali and unarmed parties. Several mur- 
ders have occurred here recently. Three small parties of 
natives avith horses and buffaloes had been waiting at 
Bagagag for several days for an opportunity to travel 
with a military escort. They joined us next day. In 
passing over these mountains our escorts used their 
rifles very freely, firing into every thick bush that might 
conceal a savage, and frequently into the air as well. 
in order, they said, that the Ygorrotes might know that 
our party carried firearms.” 

This indicates that the Ygorrotes are not so ignorant 
of firearms ae the sympathetic despatches represent 
them to be. Aguinaldo was said to have sent them for- 
ward as “food for powder,” but it iq more likely that 
they were given the post of honor because of their fight- 
ing qualities. Their chief is in an American hospital 
with a shattered thigh, and is likely to go out with a 
favorable opinion of his new rulers. His injury is our 
opportunity. If the Government intends to enlist na- 
tives in its local forces, and we do not believe that such 
a course can be avoided wisely, this onght to be an 
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exizemely ood, tribe to take into our eprvice. 1:

The American colony is, with the arrival of each suc- 
ceeding steamer, increasing its numbers.

Company’s boats, 
which arrived Dec. 31, brought sixty-eight cabin passen- 
gers, including a number of naval officers, most of whom 
had made the trip from San Francisco in this popular 
steamer.

hama, Kobe, Nagasaki and Shanghai. At Hong Kong 
a stay of a week was made. 

While in Hong Kong the English battleship Victoria 
was visited by some of the American officers.

K. The distribution of the re- 
maining five deaths among three diseases indicates that 
no other complaint appears in a severe form, and the 
small number points to a good general condition of 
health.
